So there you have the basic 
reasén for the homo econamist’s 
urgent advice to wash your re- 
frigerator insido and out at 
least once a week, 

While food spoilage is an cx~ 
pensive hobit, it cnn lead to 
much more serious  con- 
sequences, since it is a potential 
hazard to health. Fortunately, 
the weekly refrigerator cleaning 
helps climinate such risks, kecp- 
ing the refrigerator sweet and 
clean as it should be, 

TECHNIQUE TO FOLLOW 

For a thorough job turn off 
the coollng unit and remove Ice 
trays and froren foods. Set a 
pon of hot water In the freezing 
unit. 

Set perishable foods on top of 
ice taken from trays, Then take 
pall other foods, shelves, racks, 
bins and other removable parts 
from refrigerator.
